The underground blast—the 
sixth in the history of this 
country-—was buried deep in a 
15,400-foot tunnel bored in the 
side of a sand-covered mega.

The operation was expected to 
take 96 hours and, notch by 
notch, with careful pumping of 
the hydraulle jacks, the span was 
slowly lifted eff the barges, All 
was going well until midday 
when the engincers, who had 
been working since dawn, de- 
elded to go for lunch, 


Without 
warning . 


And them came the dis- 
aster. Suddenly, without 
warning, the great span 
slipped ‘out of its stirrups 
and collapsed into the 
river. 


The cantilever arms were left 
intact, but cleverr = steclworkers 
lost dhelr ilves as the 6,200 tons 
of tungled mass plummeted to 
the river bed and disintegrated. 

In Mtsclf, this was a tragic but 
not so remaricable Incident, 
With the coming of rallways, nu 
fewer than 25,000 bridges were 
bullt In n period of 70 years. 
They . were days of great 
triumphs—and great disasters— 
dn the history of bridge-bullding. 

One fact, however, made 
the collapse of Quebec
